Berwick to Franklin, the teacher* of 
Adam* County came to G ettysurg this 
m orning for the sessions of the fifty 
sixth annual teachers' institute now 
in session in Brua Chapel. More than 
two hundred of those

boys and girls of the 
county during 
their most easily influenced years are 
here to listen to lectures and be enter­ 
tained by concerts during their five 
day’s stay “ in our m idst.”

M ilton Ruth and 
the first session was 
held this after­ 
noon. 
Rev. Henry Anstadt pastor of 
the College Lutheran church conduct­ 
ed the Uevotonal exercises and Prof. 
Thomas V Gibson, 
who 
w ill have 
charge of the music during the week, 
let] the singing. The address of welcome 
was made by Dr. P. M. Bikie, of G et­ 
tysburg College, who said in part 
A DDR ESS OF W BLOOM E 
toadies and G entlem en: 
It is highly gratifying to me to ex 
tend to you, 
the teachers of Adams 
County, words of welcome to your an 
nual institute. 
It would tie so were 
ou to hold 
your 
sessions anywhere 
else in^Getysburg. but, 
as a college 
man, it is a special pleasure to web 
outlie you to hold them bere in one of 
our college halls. 
We are engaged in the same work, 
whether we teach 
in 
the ungraded 
county school, the town or city high 
school, or the college or 
university: 
and it is altogether 
fitting 
that we 
should show our comradeship in the 
charing of any facilities we may have 
our disposal 
Be assured, then, 
that Brua Memorial Cba{icl 
is yours 
for this week. and any coil r tee iscs you 
may extend to us here on the ground 
w ill tie appreciated. 
I have said that we are enguged in 
the same w ork; and, if I should say, 
too, that it is one of the noblest em 
paym ents that cmd engage human ef 
fort,w ho is there that w ill gainsay it? 
He who helps us physically, 
making 
our bodies healthier, 
stronger, more 
sym m etrical, does well. 
He who does 
the same for our minds, does tietter 
He who helps our moral and spiritual 
well tieing, does bent of all. 
But our 
work covers all three. 
It is ours to 
take the plastic natures of young pee 
pie and to train them to 
take tietter 
care of themselves, to think, to know, 
to grow 
into better neighliors and 
citizenship, to live uprightly, aud in 
every way become tietter men and wo­ 
men. 
Sometimes 
you 
may 
think your 
work is not appreciated. 
And true it 
is that some do not rate it at its full 
value. And yet, let there be an attack 
on our public school system or its in ­ 
adequately paid teacher* and how econ 
w ill defenders arise and vigorously 
auswer the assailants. 
Some of you 
may tie quite ready to endorse w hat a 
teacher said ju st a few 
days ago in 
the Philadelphia P ress: 
Here it is 
“ I had my illusions when I became 
teacher, but they all have been shat 
tered. 
F lattering orators and editors 
to the contrary notw ithstanding,ours is 
a profession teat 
bas little standing 
and less influence in the community 
It is all very fine to boast about our 
glorious public school system but, for 
tim sake of justice, let there lie cash 
and real 
consideration 
as 
well 
as 
glory. ” 
We can echo the wish for more cash 
and real consideration, b ut we think 
the real estim ate of the com m unity as 
to the va I no anil intl uence of the body 
of our public school 
teacher* is not 
given its Hue weight. 
And our glor 
ions public school system is still glor 
ious,notw ithstanding 
th is complaint. 


lf you want to see 
the value put 
upon it follow u man buying real*estute 
and notice tho estim ate he puts upon 
the nearness or remoteness of the little 
red school house.

Five deer, one a stag, 
had passed 
across the Gettysburg turnpike im m e­ 
diately in front of Captain Hunk, near 
the 
Graeffensburg 
Inn. 
The cap 
tain had his gun raised to take antifat 
the stag when tw o ladies appeared at 
the rise of the h ill to the west and on 
a line w ith the deer. 
The captain, of 
course had to consider 
Ute prob ab le 
danger to human life and desisted from 
fi-ing. 
The deer pnxsed quickly from 
sight tiefore the 
ladies got 
out of 
range. 


Joseph College, aged TH years, con­ 
sidering his age, is the champion shot 
on the m ountain. 
VS bile hunting for 
deer in the Big 
Flat 
in 
the South 
M ountain be succeeded in wounding 
an eight-pronged buck in the hind leg 
and hip. 
He was aliout two hundred 
yards away when he shot at the anim al. 
A. B. Oyler.aged 551 years, who was 
with Mr. College, was standing about 
5 yards away when the huck came ru n ­ 
ning toward him . 
He fired and h it 
the anim al in the head 
killing him 
instantly. 
The 
buck 
weighed 
175 
pounds. 


Through the carelessness of three 
hunters a valuable 
mare owned by 
Auctioneer Silas W. Mong.near Shock 
eye station, was shot 
The names of 
the hunters have not yet I teen 
ascer­ 
tained. 
The anim al, for which it is 
said Mr. Mong was offered $150. was 
grazing on a h ill on Mr. Mong's laud 
when killed. 
It is thought the h u n t­ 
ers shot at a rabbit, which ju m |ted up 
in line w ith the feeding anim al. Tile 
horse was struck in the neck by some 
of the shot,fell to the ground and soon 
tiled to death. 


Several days ago n man 
after deer 
came across a big one on an old coal 
lit near the Pearl of the Park.

Alto. 
He was not more 
thun fifty 
yards away and had a splendid target 
in the immovable deer. 
He fired and 
missed, the anim al getting away w ith 
out an injury

Only Three Other Years Surpass 1910 
ss Internal Revenue Producer, and 


They Were Years of War. 


W ashington, Nov. 28.—The United 
States has just passed through a bon 
ner year for drinks and smokes and 
oleomargarine. 
l>rre Is the nation’s record for the 
twelve mouths ended on June 30, as it 
shows In the figures of the Interna) 
revenue bureau: 
Gallons of distilled spirits, 163,000,- 
000, or 30,000,000 gallons more than 
the year before. 
Barrels of ferm ented liquors, 69. 
485.117, an increase of 3.000.000. 
Cigars, 7,600.000,OOO, or 160,000,000 
more than in 1909. 
Cigarettes. 6,830,000,000. an Increase 
of a solid 1,woo,000,000 
Pounds af plug, fine cut, cube cut, 
granulated or sliced smoking or chew­ 
ing tobaeoo or snuff, 402,0000,OOO. or 
4,000,000 more than the year before. 
Pounds of oleom argarine, 141.862.- 
282, or 60,000,000 pounds increase. 
Illicit distilling and other manufac-! 
turlng of moonshine whisky are on the 
increase, “especially,” the bureau dc 
clares, “where there are state wide 
prohibition laws.” 
Net $289,000,000 In Taxes. 
The Internal revenue receipts on all 
these things—and certain other things, 
such as playing cards and mixed flour 
—amounted to more than $289,000,000. 
Commissioner 
Cabell’s 
organization 
collected It all at a cost of about $5.- 
000,000. It cost a penny and a little 
more than seven mills to collect each 
dollar. 
When the present 
year is ended 
next June 30 Commissioner Cabell es­ 
tim ates his men will have collected at 
least 
$808,000,000 at practically the 
same cost. 
Only three other years have sur­ 
passed the year 1910 aa an Internal 
revenue producer since the bureau was 
established In 1863. 
In 1866. while 
the Civil War taxes were still heavy, 
the receipts mounted up to $810,000,- 
000, and following the Spanlsh-Amerl- 
can W ar In 1900 and 1901, they were 
$295,000,000 and $306,000,000 
respec­ 
tively 
But for tim es of peace and 
normal prosperity 1910 leads the roll 
with the prospect of being eclipsed by 
the year 1911. 


Bbuth Leads In Offenses.

That Is said to be due to the fart that 
a large proportion of the oleo is now 
sp made as to take a lower tax than 
formerly. 
There a re a large n u m b e r 
of proeecutlons under w ay charging 
violations of the law’, hut Commis­ 
sioner C abell d e c la re s he believes they 
c o n s titu te only a small proportion of 
the re a l offenses 
Illinois Pays Most. 
Ill Inola led all the states as a pro 
diner of Internal revenue. More than 
$ 19.000,000 was collec ted in that state 
New York was second, with $36,Quo.- 
nuu; Kentucky third, with $32,uoo,nu*t. 
.end Indiana. Pennsylvania and Ohio 
followed In the order named. Illinois 
produced most of the distilled spirits 
and New York produced most of the 
ferm ented liquors. 
Commissioner Cabell 
recommends 
that the pay of revenue collectors and 
officers be raised to a level with cor­ 
responding positions in the postal aud 
custom s service.

N ew ark. N. J., N or. 21. — T hirty 
known dead, five m ore believed to be 
buried in the ruins, five so aeriouely 
Injured th a t they will not live through 
th e day, and ten other* In hospitals 
who are believed to have burns that 
will ultim ately prove fatal, was th e 
reckoning 
m ade in the fire 
which 
■wept the four-story factory building 
a t 216 218 High street. 
The bodies of five w ere taken out 
of th e ruins, and an equal num ber who 
are still m issing are now being sought 
under th e heap of charred and tw isted 
debris. 
T here are eight bodies in the m orgue 
th a t cannot possibly tie Identified, and 
will he burled together in one n a m e ­ 
less grave T hose who w ere Identified 
were rem oved to th eir 
hom es, and 
th e ir funerals will be conducted pri­ 
vately by th e ir relatives. 


Burner Too Near Gasoline. 


Badin H anson, of 20 Stone street, 
was cleaning carbon filam ents for in­ 
candescent electric lights in the shop 
of the Am har Lamp com pany, on the 
third floor. This is a process in roak 
ing the electric bulbs. 
W ithin a few 
feet was a lighted bunsen burner. The 
girl picked up a big gasoline ra n and 
poured the gasoline over the carbon I 
filam ents, and the fum es were ignited 
by the bunsen burner. T he explosion 
which followed burned off all her hair 
and part of her clothing. 
The floor 
was saturated with oil, and the flames 
spread rapidly. 
Instantly th ere was pandem onium . 
Girls, stricken with an overpow ering 
fear, shileked 
so 
loudly th at they 
could be heard by the w orkers on the 
Aor above and the floors below, above 
the noise of the m achinery. 
It was not long before th e fire had 
reached th e fourth floor, which was 
occupied bv W olf it C o, m anufactur­ 
ers of m uslin underw ear. T here w ere 
about fifty girls em ployed on this floor. 


Mad Leaps From Windows. 


M eanwhile the girls on the fourth 
floor had run to the stairw ay, but they 
found that It was on Are and th e ir es­ 
cape was cut off 
Then th e horrible 
scanes began Mad leaps from window s 
of the fourth floor before the firem an 
arrived 
with life nets and 
la d le rs 
w ere what swelled the list of ess:.al 
ties, fifteen having been killed in this 
way. 
High stree t in front of the building 
was a grew aom e field. Bodies of girls, 
some dead, o thers dying, lay about 
The scenes of wild d istress upon the 
arrival of relatives and friends were 
heartrending Lathers, m others, broth-* 
ors, sisters, not knowing the fate of 
their kin, moved from place to place, 
turning over the bodies to see lf per­ 
chance they could And th e rem ains of 
their dear ones. 
Drava, am bulances and any wagon 
available w ere pressed Into service, 
the drays and wagons to carry the 
bodies of the dead to the m orgue and 
the am bulances to bear th e injured to 
the hosiptal*.

During M ysterious Sea Trip, Leaders 


• f th* Revolt Were Landed on Coast 


and Fled. 


Rio Janeiro, Nov. 28.—The ships of 
th e B razilian fleet, which have been 
in the hands of m utinous sailors since 
the night of Nov. 22, were surren 
dared 
to th e governm ent S aturday 
•vening. 
This action of the m utineers fol­ 
lowed th* gran tin g of th eir dem ands 
by the governm ent of am nesty to all 
concerned in th e revolt, higher pay 
and th* ad ju stm en t of certain m inor 
grievances. 
New officers nam ed by 
the governm ent took com m and. 
It was announced in th e m orning 
th a t th e m utineers would surrender, 
but for som e tim e afterw ard the w ar­ 
ships still flew th e red flag and con­ 
tinued th eir evolutions In the harbor. 
On this announcem ent the city resum ­ 
ed its custom ary (aim and business. 
which had been in a m easure sus­ 
pended. was again taken up, although 
the failure to com e to a com plete and 
direct understanding with th e revolt­ 
ing sailors caused consldeiabl# appre­ 
hension. 
The w arships in the hands of th e 
m utineers Included the M inas G eraes, 
the Sao Paulo, the Bahia, the Rio 
G rande do Sui and the Deodoro. A fter 
the announcem ent of th eir surrender 
they proceeded ©ut into th e bay and 
re-entered th e harbor several hours 
later, three of them no longer flying 
the red flag. 


Flew Red Flag After Surrender. 


The M inas G eraes was still flying 
th e red flag as she lay at anchor in 
the harbor. 
T his cam e to th e know l­ 
edge of the m inister of m arine, why 
sent an officer on becard to investi­ 
gate. 
9 
Jean Candldo, th e leader of the m u­ 
tineers, with forty otJi**r sailors, ab an ­ 
doned th e M inas G eraes som e tim e 
a lter th e b attleship left Rio Janeiro. 
ii is supposed th a t the men fled, being 
In doubt as to the attitu d e of con­ 
gress tow ard them . 
It was rum ored that the officers who 
bad been nam ed to take com m and of 
the 
w arships 
after 
their 
surrender 
would decline to do so, fearing th e 
fate of C aptain Neves, th e form er com ­ 
m ander of the Minas G enies, and sev­ 
eral o th er officers, who w ere killed by 
the sailors when they offered resist­ 
ance the night of the outbreak 
T his 
rum or caused considerable alarm , but 
proved to bs w ithout foundation. 
T he Naval Club held a m eeting to 
determ ine the stand that the naval 
officers should take in view of the (ac t 
that the governm ent has granted am ­ 
nesty to th e m utinous crew.

' TO “MONEY” INSULT 


Marlborough Denies Americans 


Rebuilt Estates. 


London, Nov. 28.—American dollars 
are playing a strong part in the battle 
royal between the peers and tbe com­ 
mons. 
The rem arks of David Lloyd-George 
on the dollar have roused the Duke of 
Marlborough, whose ancestral estates 
at Blenheim were restored to their 
original beauty through the fortune of 
Consuela 
Vanderbilt, 
his 
American 
wife. 
Since when, Mr. Lloyd-George asked, 
had the British aristocracy started 
despising dollars? Many noble houses’ 
tottering foundations 
had been re­ 
stored by American dollars, he rem ark­ 
ed, and he added that iii twenty years 
$80,000,000 had been paid by the chil 
dren of Irish peasants across the sea 
in cruel 
rack 
rents to aristocratic 
Irish landlords. 
Upon this somebody in the audience 
called out the nam e of the Duke of 
Marlborough. According to the reports 
in all the papers, Mr. Lloyd-George 
himself did not mention M arlborough's 
name. 
The duke, speaking at Woodstock, 
spoke of the chancellor in term s which 
show to w hat degree personal bitter­ 
ness has been injected into the pres­ 
ent campaign. 
“W ithin the last few days,” said 
Marlborough, “Mr. Lloyd-George 
has 
been down to W hitechapel, where, aa 
he said, no peer resides, and where, 
as he forgot to say, he does not reside 
himself. 
“W hat do the real poor think? What 
can they think of this sham poor man, 
wallowing 
him self in every 
luxury 
$25,000 a year can bring, while he 
stirs up the em bers of class hatred? 
“Are Mr. Lloyd-George s subscrip­ 
tions to charity larger than anothei 
man s? 
I except, of course, from this 
question th e dam ages which he ob 
talned in his libel actions and which 
were to go to charity, but of the pre 
cise destination of which I am ana 
ware. 
And let me point out to Mr. 
Lloyd-George it is cowardly to attack 
the lords through their ladies, and that 
his insults touch at least oue of hic 
cabinet colleagues.”
